The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is not 
seen to teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed methods of improving cardiovascular 
function in subjects with reduced cardiovascular function by administering 2-8g ribose 1-4 times 
a day for 3 weeks. Applicants have shown that the current dosing regiment provides efficacy 
without the undesirable side effects of higher dosages of ribose administration. Likewise, the 
rejection over Omran and St. Cyr has been withdrawn due to the filing of the 1.132 declaration 
and MPEP 715.01(a) and (c).
